Here Is Text of Wilson’s 
Letter To Labor Meeting 


FOLLOW ING is President Wilson’s letter which Secretary Lane read 
lo the National Industrial Conference today: 
“ To the ladies and gentlemen of the industrial conference: 
“ I am advised by your chairman that you have come to a situation 
which appears to threaten the life of your conference and because of 
that I am presuming to address a word of very solemn appeal to you as 
Americans. 
“ It is not for me to assess the blame for the present condition. 
I 
do not speak in a spirit of criticism of any individual or of any group. 
But having called this conference, I feel that my temporary indisposi­ 
tion should not bar the way to a frank expression of the seriousness of 
the position in w’hich this country will be placed should you adjourn 
without having convinced the American people that you had exhausted 
your resourcefulness and your patience in an effort to come to some 
common agreement. 
“At a time when the nations of the world are endeavoring to find 
a way of avoiding industrial war, are we to confess that there is no meth­ 
od to be found for carrying on industry except in the spirit and with 
the very method of war? 
Must suspicion and hatred and force rule 
us in civil life? 
Are our industrial leaders and our industrial workers 
to live together without faith in each other, constantly struggling for ad­ 
vantage over each other, doing naught but what is compelled? 
“My friends this would be an intolerable outlook, a prospect un­ 
worthy of the large things done by this people on the mastering of this 
continent; indeed, it would be an invitation to national disaster. 
From 
such a possibility my mind turns away, for my confidence is abiding 
that in this land we have learned how to accept the general judgment 
upon matters that affect the public weal. 
And this is the \cry heart 
and soul of democracy. 
“ it is my understanding that you have divided upon one portion 
only ol a possible large program which has not fully been developed. 
Before a severance is effected, based upon present differences, I believe 
you shculd stand together for the development of that full program touch­ 
ing the many questions within the broad scope of your investigations. 
“ It was in my mind when this conference was called that you would 
concern yourselves with the discovery of those methods by which a meas­ 
urable co-operation within industry may have 
been 
secured and if 
new machinery needs to be designed by which a minimum of conflict 
between employers and employes may reasonably be hoped for. that 
we should make an effort to secure its adoption. 
It cannot be e je c te d 
that at every step all parties will agree upon each proposition or method 
suggested. 
It is to be expected, however, that as a whole,, a plan or 
program can be agreed upon which will advance further the produc­ 
tive capacity of America through the establishment of a surer and hear­ 
tier co-operation between all the elements engaged in industry. 
“The public expects not less than that you shall have that one end 
in view and stay together until the way is found leading to that end or 
until it is revealed that the men who work and the men who manage 
American industry are so set upon divergent paths that all efforts at co­ 
operation are doomed to failure. 
“ I renew my appeal that with a full comprehension of the almost 
incomparable importance bf your task to this and to other peoples and 
with full faith in the high patriotism and good faith of each other, you 
push your task to a happy conclusion.

Wilson today warned the Nation­ 
al Industrial Conference it mutt find 
some common ground of agreement, 
in a letter read to the conference by 
Secretary Lane.

The President does not in any way 
minimize the greatness of your task. 
It was his desire to be with you from 
time to time to guide and help.

While the League or X'atlons cove­ 
nant is not all that he would like it 
to be, Rev. J. A. Stevenson in an ad

ll is a beautiful world,” said He 
Stevenson in opening 
his 
addles-!, 
during which he described in detail 
many of the things ne saw while ave. 
seas in Y. M. C. A. service. His word 
pictures of bits of his trip on the wa­ 
ter going over, of the people and seen 
cry of France, of the Alps, and the 
valleys of Germany. 
“The world is full of beautiful folk,” 
said he. 
“I do not mean alone physi 
rally and not so much physically. 
I 
mean beautiful in character and from 
an intellectual point of view.” 
Reviewing 
his 
impressions 
of 
French women and men, the speaker 
sa id ilia* the French women are viva- 
cicus, extremely so-. When under the 
influence of wine, the French men are 
talkative, and when not under the 
influence they are getting out from 
under its influence and 
are 
stupid. 
The reason why the women are not so 
stupid, perhaps, is because they work 
so much harder than the 
men. 
“In 
France, the woman, the cow and the 
dog do the work,” said he. 
“In my 
travels the most widevvake, alert peo­ 
ple I saw were the Belgians. 
Every-1 
or.e of them was ready with a quick 
reply, bright and cheerful. 
“The Germans I 
saw 
were 
the 
country Germans, 
kind, 
considerate 
and a hard working 
people, 
though 
tile women do most of the work. 
I 
talked to a woman, a very intelligent 
woman, and 
asked 
her 
what 
she 
though; were the reasons for the war. 
Sim said that at first the people where 
she lived believed it was a war to save 
their nation. Later they beeame con­ 
vinced and are now convinced that 
the military class of Germany thrust 
the war upon the w'orld." 
Rev. Stevenson <b scribed his Jour­ 
ney over the battle areas. There was 
complete devastation mile on mile, 
hour after hour.

There Is today a 
keener 
interest 
among dairymen of Orange county, in 
cow testing, in better methods of feed­ 
ing, in betterment of herds than there 
has ever been. 
A good deal of substantial work has 
been done 
among 
the 
dairymen 
through the 
Orange 
County 
Farm 
Bureau. In a year, indifferent dairy­ 
men have become deeply interested 
An things that go to make their busi­ 
ness a better business. 
True, many of the 
dairymen were 
alive to the situation, but there were 
others who needed the leadership of­ 
fered by the Farm Bureau to get them 
interested liT'the development plans. 
Dairying is a growing industry in 
this county. A few years ago, dairy­ 
ing was a big business in the county. 
Then came a period when dairy cows 
were sold off in 
carload 
lots, 
and 
dairying dropped down in the list of 
Orange county industries. 
Recently, 
dairying has been coming back, and 
in coming back it is advisable that 
dairymen see to it that their herds 
are of the paying kind, not the board­ 
ed kind. 
As one travels over the state and 
sees the herds of Holsteins, Guern­ 
seys, and what-nots, he is led to won­ 
der just what it means to their own­ 
ers when these cows come home. 
Tonight many thousands of cows 
in California are coming home to be 
fed and milked. Some will see a wel­ 
come in their owner’s eyes; others 
will hear; 
“Well, the scrubs 
are 
bere; come and help pail J hem.”A punt 
bred bull will be leading some of the 
herds, a scrub or grade bull realising 
his unworthiness to head 
any herd 
will. Ip trailing along behind. 
Speaking to dairymen the Orange; 
County Farm Bu read says: 
“When J 
your cows come home, what will they! 
bring? Will they bring the means of! 
gaining pianos, automobiles, electric! 
lights, 
washing 
machines, 
books. | 
travel and 
education, or 
will 
the.\ 
bring disappointment, drudgery, and J 
make it difficult even to buy food and 
clothing for the family? 
What the 
cows bring home at night will depend 
largely upon the kind of a man that* 
opened the gate, and the kind of ani­ 
mals he drove to the pasture in the 
morning. 
“Was the man who opened the gate 
a business dairymen who makes good 
use of that part of his anatomy above, 
his shoulders, or was he 
the 
other 
kind who without cause still exists? 
Did he open the gate and send down 
workers or drones? 
Were 
the ani­ 
mals that he sent out to manufacture 
milk from the grass, hay and grain, 
bred for that purpose or did thgv just 
happen?

How to Combine or Connect 
Animal Husbandry With » 
Fruit Growing 


The Register believes that one of 
the 
big problems 
confronting 
the 
orchardists of O range county is that 
of m aintaining soil fertility—especi­ 
ally how to* provide those elements 
which are contained in manure. 
Obviously the livestock industry, as 
a com plem ent or supplement to fruit 
growing 
and 
general 
agriculture, 
pointed the way out, but how to fit 
stock 
raising into 
a 
fruit-growing 
plan is where the difficulty Jies. 
In this connection an article by A. 
D. Sham elf, of the Riverside Citrus 
Experim ent Station, is interesting. 
The Ideas presented in this article 
are summarized in the following par­ 
agraphs: 
Farm m anures now cost more than 
double the prices paid for them be 
fore the war. 
Tile recent 
develop 
ment.8 in citrus orchard practice have 
greatly encouraged the use of ma 
nure for fertilising orchard soils. 
In 
other words, there is a very greatly 
increased dem and for manure and a 
corresponding increase in price. Ow­ 
ing to the rapid introduction of the 
tractor for orchard work, replacing 
animals for this purpose oh many 
ranches, and the all but universal use 
of automobiles instead of horse-drawn 
vehicles, there is a diminishing sup­ 
ply of manure. This condition w ar­ 
rants the belief th a t more effective 
m easures m u s t'b e taken to conserve 
and use more efficiently the manure 
that is produced w here it is econom 
ically available fo r distribution 
in 
citrus orchards. 
On the average ranch about one- 
third of the value of the stable m a­ 
nure « lost by reason of a lack of 
careful handling. T he total value of 
this lossin California 
is 
appalling. 
This loss can largely be avoided by 
the adoption of practical methods for 
manure conservation. 
W henever possible the fresh manure 
should be distributed as soon as pos­ 
sible after being made. The furrow- 
manure method of application is par­ 
ticularly well suited to this practice. 
About one-half of the value of m a­ 
nure is in the 
urine. 
This can be 
saved by the use of concrete floors 
in stable and* feed lots and the use 
of absorbent litter and cisterns. 
If it is necessary to store manure 
it should be done in a concrete pit, 
where it can be piled in a close heap 
and kept compact and moist either 
by the tram ping of farm animals or 
by pumping the urine over it, 
or 
both. It is advantageous to mix 
tne 
manures of different classes of an i­ 
mals together ii# the manure pit as 
this arrangem ent will help Insure a 
moist mass. 
Manure should n ot be distributed 
in small loose heaps in the orchard 
and left in this condition for 
any 
length of time. An examination of a 
num ber of such heaps last winter in 
different 
citrus 
orchards 
revealed 
universal flre-fanging and consequent 
Joss of fertilizer value Manure should 
not be piled in loose heaps alongside 
the orchard and left there for any 
appreciable period before its distri­ 
bution in the orchard. At different 
seasons during th e past few years 
the w riter has examined a num ber 
of such heaps, in some cases more 
than a half mile in length, and found 
undoubted 
evidence 
of 
extensive 
flre-fanging. 
Doubtless, 
fu rth er 
study of 
the 
utilization of m anure in citrus 
or­ 
charding will result # n the develop 
m ent of improved methods of conser­ 
vation, reinforcing it with other fer­ 
tilizing materials, and more efficient 
system s of application. However, 
if 
the simple practical methods suggest­ 
ed in this article arc followed a g re a t 
step forward will be made in solving

The feeding worth and palatability 
of good silage de|>ends on the quality 
of the corn and the period of maturity 
a t which it is cut. W h ere the corn is 
cut when it is im m ature, 
not 
well 
glazed and dented, and still in its ju­ 
venile stage, it m akes 
washy, 
low 
quality, acid-forming silage which is 
likely to sour. On the oth er hand, c o rn ; 
ha. vested when it is well dented and| 
a t the proper degree Qf ripeness fori 
th e best use as silage, gives a winter! 
feed which is one of th e best produc­ 
ers of milk and meat. Corn should ba 
allowed to pass well through the milk 
stage and become thoroughly dented 
before being siloed. Investigations of 
thfe United States D epartm ent of Ag 
riculture have dem onstrated that it is 
much preferable, for silage of the hest 
quality, to have the corn a little over­ 
ripe rather than underripe. 
In some sections farm ers, and par- 
ticnlariy dairymen, are accustomed to 
ensile combination crops, using mix­ 
tures of soy beans and corn, cowpeas 
and corn, sorghum and corn, or a com­ 
bination of these three for canning 
purposes. 
As a general proposition, 
w here other branches of animal hus­ 
bandry in addition to dairying, 
are 
taken into consideration, corn or some 
o ther coarse forage is jnost desirable 
fa r ensilage purposes. 
Acre yield is 
the end sought, the chief objection to 
the valuable protein forages such as 
cowpeas, soy beans and the like be­ 
ing th at they are low yielders better 
adapted for hay than for silage. Dairy 
farm ers who require an abundance of 
succulent silage of a ra th e r balanced 
composition highly prise th e legumin­ 
ous crops mentioned as supplements 
to corn and usually realize an ade­ 
quate return from the 
sale 
of their 
milk to allow them to produce these 
crops at a profit. 


For the purpose of aiding co-opera­ 
tion among the various county horti­ 
cultural commissioners 
and

must be guarded against by them to 
keep California free

The Colorado potato moth, he said, 
has attacked tubers in every state in 
the Union except California. Nevada, 
and Utah. 
Good g u a r a n te e organiza­ 
tion has kept this pest from the state. 
Every county horticultural 
commis­ 
sioner examines every carload of hor­ 
ticultural products shipped 
into 
his 
section of the state. 
In this way. con­ 
stant watch is kept on products so 
tiiat outside pests cannot get a foot­ 
hold here. 
An instance of how the destructive 
moths travel and become established 
is given by the European 
elm 
leaf 
beetle, said Strong. 
This 
skipped 
from Missouri to Oregon. 
The O rient­ 
al peach moth has become destructive 
in the eastern states, he said. 
At the 
present time, the V. S. is fighting the 
Japanese beetle which has become es­ 
tablished in one small locality in the 
East «o that it will not spread. 
iii Pennsylvania, 
the 
potato wart 
has worked destruction to the tuber 
crops. 
Throughout the West, except­ 
ing in California, the alfalfa weevil is 
now causing trouble. 
T here are some insects and plant 
diseases in California which the hor­ 
ticultural commissioners are fighting. 
It is well nigh impossible to eradicate 
them, but by good organization, they 
may be kept down to the minimum of 
destructiveness.
